Reason for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed for the following reasons: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 4,764,984. The improvement comprises as follows: 
Claims 1 and 8 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious each light pipe portion transporting 
visible light to the diffuser in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base 
claim. Claims 2-7 and 9-14, respectively, depend to the base claims 1 and 8 and 
therefore they are also allowed.
